In the face of history it seems strange that a man of 
education and experience, and this gentleman has been doing 
missionary work in South America for some twenty-seven 
years, should still believe that Bible distribution will civilize 
or Christianize a people. We are not surprised that the old 
school of missionaries should still rely upon the circulation of 
the Scriptures or of religious tracts scattered along the coasts 
or dispatched into the interior and left to produce their own 
effects. They are naturally reluctant to abandon their favorite 
missionary method and still more reluctant to admit its 
failure. They confess that the project of converting the 
heathen by the circulation of books has no Apostolic sanction 
and differs widely from the missionary effort which in less 
than three centuries converted the Roman world to Chris- 
tianity. That system received its supernatural power from 
the fertilizing blood of martyrs. The Apostles, all save one, 
were martyrs. Fifty-two Roman Pontiffs in lineal succession 
from Saint Peter gave their lives for the faith. Christianity 

purchased and founded in blood. The first requisite of 


was 
the true missionary was to be willing to die for the salvation 
of souls. By this process the Gospel has conquered the world. 
The immutable law of the Christian Apostolate that the 
souls of heathens be purchased by the blood of missionaries 


has not been reversed in our own times. In the last three cen- 
turies there have been more martyrs than in any period since 
Rome was converted to Christianity. It was by the pouring 
of blood and not the distribution of books that Christianity 
fought its way from Jerusalem to Rome, and from Rome to 
the uttermost parts of the earth. 

The Bible had little share in that tremendous conflict. 
Its Divine Author did not regard it even as an auxiliary, as it 
did not exist in available form until the successor of the 
Fisherman had dethroned Caesar and planted the Cross on the 
Capitoline Hill. The method of these great missionaries who 
followed in the footsteps of the Apostles was precisely that 
which is followed today by the Catholic missionary. Books, 
however sacred or persuasive, are not the appointed instru- 
ment for such work. That the Bible, though precious to the 
Christian, was never intended to be the great instrument of 
missionary work is proven from the significant facts that God 
suffered fourteen centuries to elapse and the Church to win 
all her battles before it was possible to use it for that purpose, 
that the Apostles and their successors never made such use of 
it, and above all, that what Doctor Grant calls “the prodigious 
and almost incredible distribution” of the inspired Books has 
utterly failed to accomplish the conversion of a single people. 

We are traveling along the lines of efficiency. Results 
count. Applying the test to Bible distribution we find a low 
per cent of efficiency, a monumental want of results. That 
the method has been used to the very limit of ita possibilities 
may be gathered from the inconceivable number of Bibles and 
tracts that have been distributed by the various Protestant 
missionary agencies. To determine the exact number 
Bibles issued annually it would be necessary to consult the
